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FOREWORD 


R ecognizing the importance of the specialized library to the public 
official and the student, Public Administration Clearing House 
has undertaken to provide a system of classification for libraries 
in the field of public administration. 

Since the volume, A System of Classification for Political Science 
Collections , by William Anderson and Sophia Hall Glidden, was pub¬ 
lished by the University of Minnesota Press in 1928, there has been a 
great expansion in the field of governmental activity and a conspicuous 
development of public administration as a recognized body of knowl¬ 
edge. A number of fields such as welfare, relief, housing, and planning, 
which were treated cursorily in 1928, had during the next decade 
ramified so widely that they were not adequately covered by the 
original scheme. 

The “Anderson-Glidden scheme” nevertheless continued to be a 
standard guide for libraries in the fields of political science and 
public administration, and newly established collections made use of 
it even after 1935 when it went out of print. The proposal to revise it 
was received with enthusiasm and offers of support from various 
library and academic groups. 

Public Administration Clearing House asked Mrs. Glidden to pre¬ 
pare this Library Classification for Public Administration Materials , 
based in part on the classification of 1928 of which she was the co-author. 
She has done so with the advice and assistance of an Advisory Commit¬ 
tee of six members. Public Administration Clearing House is deeply 
grateful for the cooperation of the members of this Committee and of 
the organizations they represent.

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PREFACE 


A fter the project for this Classification was inaugurated by Public 
Administration Clearing House, Mrs. Glidden made a series of 
visits to outstanding libraries in the field, in order to study their 
needs and to profit by the suggestions of their librarians. In effect, a 
cross section of their classification wants and their Subject boundaries 
has been the norm for this volume. 

Mrs. Glidden visited the libraries of the American Library Associa¬ 
tion Headquarters, the Bureau of Government of the University of 
Michigan, the Council of Foreign Relations, the Departments of Land¬ 
scape Architecture and Regional Planning of Harvard University, the 
Institute of Local and State Government of the University of Pennsyl¬ 
vania, the Municipal Reference Bureau of the University of Minne¬ 
sota, the State and Local Government Section of Princeton University; 
and the Cleveland Municipal Reference Library, the Milwaukee Munic¬ 
ipal Reference Library, the National Health Library, the New York 
Municipal Reference Library, Public Affairs Information Service, the 
Russell Sage Foundation Library, the Wisconsin Legislative Refer¬ 
ence Library; and the numerous libraries of federal departments and 
agencies in Washington, D. C., where she spent several months. 

The task of revision was conditioned at the outset by two main 
considerations which at times presented conflicting points of view: 
on the one hand, as close as possible adherence to the pattern of the 
Minnesota edition, without, on the other hand, restricting currently 
organized libraries by too inflexible an adherence to the old scheme. 

The earlier edition was accordingly changed by expansion, some en¬ 
tirely new classes, and in one instance a transposed class letter. The 
old Form List has been greatly elaborated. 

The Classification is intended, first of all, as the title indicates, for 
public administration libraries, but it is also for libraries dealing 
chiefly in special subjects, such as Housing, Public works, Planning, 
etc. Such libraries will greatly increase the usefulness of their collec¬ 
tions if they do not restrict the application of the Classification to the 
particular section dealing with their own subject, but if they employ, 
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where possible, the entire Classification. This practice will bring out 
administrative aspects of their subject and will tend to emphasize its 
relationship to other phases of public administration. The literature of 
Planning, for instance, until very recent years dealt largely with either 
the physical aspects (Land subdivision, Parks) or the legal aspects 
(Zoning , Condemnation of property). The librarian of a contemporary 
library on Planning will find himself custodian of a collection spreading 
well into the various reaches of social organization (Economic planning, 
Population problems, Financial planning, Resources planning). The 
use of a tight classification system which would crowd all of these aspects 
into a single class would defeat the very breadth of the subject itself 
and fail to provide a framework for future development. 

The decimal type of notation is sufficiently flexible to provide both for 
the utmost expansion where necessary and for compactness where ex¬ 
pansion is not required by the size or subject emphasis of the individual 
collection. The degree of expansion will depend upon the discretion of 
each librarian using the scheme. 

Many of the libraries collecting public administration materials are 
not independent organizations but are departments or branches of pub¬ 
lic or university libraries, which are likely to employ either the Dewey 
or the Library of Congress system. The problems of these libraries were 
carefully considered by the authors and the members of the Advisory 
Committee in planning the system of notation. Their final conclusion 
may be summarized as follows: 

After due examination of both the Library of Congress and the 
Dewey schemes, it became apparent that it would not be possible tp 
work out a system of notation which is really satisfactory for the special 
public administration library and which will at the same time satisfy 
the general libraries using the Library of Congress or the Dewey classi¬ 
fications. As one member of the Advisory Committee stated: 

. . it is my opinion that the best you can do is to develop a classifi¬ 
cation which will best serve the independent public administration col¬ 
lections and, to accompany it, a notation which will be as simple as is 
feasible with regard to its uses and economies. Though they may not be 
able to use the notation, libraries already using either the Library of 
Congress Classification or the Decimal Classification will find the classi- 
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fication system itself useful if it is constructed according to the sound 
principles of correlation, coordination, and subordination of scientific 
classification.” 

The users should know that before any system of notation was ap¬ 
plied the subjects were outlined for their own values. No attempt was 
made to fit the plan to a theoretical notation; *he object rather was to 
make the notation fit the subject matter. 

Since neither the Dewey nor the Library of Congress schemes pro¬ 
vide even the general library with an adequate breakdown of the sub¬ 
ject matter of public administration as it is conceived today, the rela¬ 
tionships presented by this Classification should be of invaluable use 
to the classifier in the adaptation of the scheme he employs. Even though 
the notation is not used, the revised classification schedules provide a 
larger and more extensive blueprint for the arrangement of materials 
describing the currently developing functions and services of govern¬ 
ment. 

It is from the subject heading angle that this work will be of indubi¬ 
table value to most library catalogs. The increase in the administrative 
activity of governments since the first edition was published and the de¬ 
velopment of concepts of public administration have produced a new 
and sharper terminology within the field. No general subject heading 
lists available today offer an adequate treatment of the ramifications of 
this field. Even general libraries will find much assistance in the judi¬ 
cious application of the combined Index and Subject heading list which 
is an integral part of the scheme. 

The authors have counted upon Public Administration Libraries; 
A Manual of Practice, * which discusses special library techniques in 
detail, to supplement this volume, which is purely a manual of classi¬ 
fication.

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INSTRUCTIONS FOR USE 

CLASSIFICATION 

T he field of public administration has been divided into twenty- 
five categories, represented by letters of the alphabet and by 
combinations of letters, as in OA, XA. For purposes of expansion 
the letters E, M, and S have been left unused. The main subject letters 
with their assigned subjects are printed in the Outline of Classification 
on page 8. An attempt has been made to retain the main classes 
of the 1928 edition wherever possible, in order to accommodate the li¬ 
braries which have employed the original scheme. Chief exceptions are 
a shift of the old S to Z, and the creation of four new classes; J, 
Planning; OA, Recreation; U, Government and Business; XA, Hous¬ 
ing. The need for a provision for borderline sociological material was 
met by the inclusion of class division Bl. Class I, the Executive, was 
expanded to include a classification for Administrative management. 

The primary subdivisions under each subject have been given 
Arabic digit numbers, and further development is provided according 
to the principles of the Dewey Decimal System of Classification, with¬ 
out using the actual decimal point. This arrangement is in contrast to 
that employed by the Library of Congress in its notation, which, 
although a combination of letters and numerals, employs the latter in 
consecutive rather than decimal order. 

Form List. The Form List (p. 10) is a mnemonic device provided 
to handle certain forms of material uniformly throughout the classes. 
Among such materials are the laws dealing with a department or 
function, periodic reports and statistics, conference proceedings, etc.

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The Form List may be applied at the librarian’s discretion as the need 
arises anywhere throughout the Classification simply by adding the Form 
Number to the specified classification number. Very few applications 
of the Form List are indicated within the framework of the Classifica¬ 
tion. The numbers 00 of the Form List appear frequently throughout 
the Classification designating agencies operating in the field: e.g. D100 
Foreign offices; X00 Public works departments. This indication has not 
been made at every possible point, but only often enough to suggest to 
the librarian the application of the Form List. Terminology sometimes 
necessitates the indication of a use of the Form List in the text: e.g., Q37 
is Transients, and Q3703 is indicated in the text as Settlement laws. 

Form Letters. Practical experience with the Classification early sug¬ 
gested the need for certain arbitrary subdivisions of material to corre¬ 
spond with such governmental levels as nation, state, county, municipal¬ 
ity. Thus under 121 Chief executive, the material should be designated 
I 21f, for materials relating to the President, i.e. the federal or na¬ 
tional executive; I 21s, for materials dealing with the state executive 
or governor, etc. In addition, the letter t (p. 14) represents territorial; r, 
regional; mt, metropolitan; x, foreign. Unique applications of Form Let¬ 
ters have been made on the printed page at a few points within the 
classification schedules, e.g. C3s, State constitutional conventions; 
C3m, Municipal charter commissions. Whereas governmental levels are 
for the most part indicated by this device, there are a few cases in 
which the distinction is provided through numerals, as in H21, Federal 
courts; H22, State courts. 

To avoid confusion in the shelf-list filing or shelf arrangement of 
books, the following alphabetic progression is recommended for the 
Form Letters: c, f, m, mt, r, s, t, x, and combinations with x, as x, xc, xm, 
xr, etc. With this arrangement, material about the United States for 
each class will precede material about foreign countries: e.g., L (Public 
finance), LI; Lie; Llm; Llx; L106f; L106m; L106s; L106xc; L106xm; 
etc. 

Cross References. Cross references are indicated in the customary 
manner: 

See also indicates that additional and related material bearing 
upon the subject will be found under the subjects referred to. 
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See indicates a reference from a term under which no entries are 

listed to the term under which the entries may be found. 

Prefer indicates that alternative positions in the Classification are 
provided. Where this device is employed, the number is enclosed within 
parentheses and accompanied by the word prefer; e.g.: (L2069) Tax 
maps Assessment maps prefer A7:4. 

Geographic Subdivision. The instruction “Subdivide geographically” 
appears in the text only with B19, Social conditions, and T19, Economic 
conditions, in both Classification and Index, where it was necessary for 
purposes of definition. Naturally, the librarian may employ these 
geographic subdivisions throughout the Classification and the Index 
at discretion. The extent to which the Form Letters and geographic 
breakdown should be applied will depend upon the size and use of each 
particular library. The Form Letters (indicating levels of government) 
should be used before any geographic breakdown is applied. Very small 
libraries will probably not find it necessary to use more than the Form 
Letter. A geographic code for the states and territories of the United 
States is printed on page 180.

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In libraries which are a part of a larger library system using the 
Dewey decimal or the Library of Congress classifications, it will be 
natural to follow the dictates imposed by these systems as to geographic 
subdivisions. Those libraries using the Dewey decimal classification may 
employ the geographic numbers found in classes 940-999. Those con¬ 
nected with larger libraries using the Library of Congress schedules 
may use the codes provided for countries and states (as in Class H, 
2d. ed. pp. 529-33). 


INDEX 

The chief purpose of the Index is to serve as a finding list for the 
Classification. In addition, the Index may be adapted and used as a sub¬ 
ject heading list. Each subject is here stated in what may be accepted 
as a fairly standard form. Since Public Affairs Information Service 
Bulletin, the Library of Congress List of Subject Headings, and the 
various Wilson indexes are most frequently used in American libraries, 
weight was given to the form of subject headings used in those indexes. 
Nevertheless, standard sources have been supplemented by the fresh 
thought of special authorities who have been focusing attention upon 
the evolution of more precise and acceptable terms. 

General terms, with a few necessary exceptions, have been used, 
thereby avoiding names of specific organizations or departments. Thus, 
no federal departments or agencies will be found in the Index follow¬ 
ing “U.S.”. When it is necessary to use the names of government 
agencies as subject headings, the Library of Congress United States 
Headings in the Union Catalog (1936), and the United States Govern¬ 
ment Manual may be used as guides. 

The librarian will be quick to recognize headings which have merely 
a finding list value, and will check those which he employs as subject 
headings for his catalog. Cross references in the Index are chiefly in¬ 
tended to clarify the indexing. The librarian should adapt the cross ref¬ 
erences to his own needs. Since the Index is a guide to this specific 
Classification, subject reference practices found to be indispensable 
here do not necessarily apply to the individual library catalog, chiefly 
because the visual intake on a page is a great advantage. Therefore the 
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library catalog will need more cross references than are provided in this 
Index. 

The subject index is arranged in two columns. In the left-hanci column 
appear the subject headings, their corresponding classification numbers, 
and the cross references with their classification numbers. No reference 
is made to page numbers. In the right-hand column < re the “refer froms.” 

Refer Froms. Traditionally xx and x represent “refer froms” for 
See also and see references respectively.
